Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to show or teach in combination a lighting apparatus with a 
circuit arrangement having a base and cover member which form a cavity, the base 
comprising a rectangular bottom with four side walls, a protruding portion on an upper 
end, a wire receiving portion, and a plurality of reinforcing ribs which extend between a 
surface of the protruding portion (other than the wire receiving portion) and an outer 
surface of the side wall on which the protruding portion is provided. 

The closest prior art, Jibe (5,939,674) Jibe teaches a synthetic resin (plastic) 
housing 1 with a tubular shaped base 2, flat bottom 23 and side walls (fig. 1), a cover 15 
closing an opening of the base, a protruding portion (3 & 5) formed to protrude outward 
from a part of the side wall, a wire putting portion (8 and 12) formed on the protruding 
portion and communicating between an inside and outside of the housing, plurality of 
reinforcing ribs (12 & 14) for coupling between lower face of protruding portion and 
portions of an outer face of the side walls (col. 4 line 26 - col. 6 line 41 ), but lacks the 
teaching of using the wiring with a discharge lamp and plurality of reinforcing ribs which 
extend between a surface of the protruding portion (other than the wire receiving 
portion) and an outer surface of the side wall on which the protruding portion is 
provided.
